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Memories 

Resident 
remembers 
early Romulus

For 81 -year-old Donnie Gray, Romu- 
lus has been home since 1956 

Gray is starting the new year equip- 
ped with fond memories of her family 
and of the community. Sitting in her 
Romulus Towers apartment filled with 
pictures of her relatives, Gray recalls 
some of those memories. 

Gray said Romulus was a barren town 
when she came here from Memphis, 
Tenn. * after her husband died. 

Gray settled in with her mother and 
two brothers in a house on Moore Street. 
"There were just a very few houses 
here,” Gray said, “They've built up a lot 
since I came/’ 

So many local roads were made of dirt 
in those days that people worried their 
cars would become stuck in the mud. 
"Goddard was the only place to park. 
The other roads were too muddy/’ Gray 
laughed. 

For the next 19 years, Gray worked for 
food service at Willow- Run Airport. "I 
w as a salad girl,” she said. “It was real 

busy at that time., .1 did see a lot of peo- 
ple rushing around.” 

Gray would eventually leave her job to 
care for her mother who was quite ill and 
partially blind. 

Gray, being the eldest of 18 children, 
has often been placed in a role of respon- 
sibility. She helped care for the younger 
children when they were little and be- 
cause she never had children of her own, 
she adopted all of her nieces and 
nephews as her own. 

She even volunteered to help out with a 
Girl Scout troop which one of her nieces 
joined. 

"They’re my children,” Gray said 
l \,.I just love to be with the kids.” 

Gray worked with the scouts for about 
nine years, giving it up just two years 
ago. Her favorite activity with the

scouts was teaching them to bake,

Year in review 

1988 remembered for growth and controversy

As we bid adieu to 1988 and 
look ahead to 1989, we consider 
those things which made the 
past year unique. 

The following is a brief look 
at those news items which cap- 
tured our attention. 


January 

The year started on an angry 
note for city officials when a 
lawsuit was filed against the 
City of Wayne. Wayne officials 
were attempting to purchase a 
piece of land in Romulus as a 
relocation site for wetlands. 

The proposed wetlands site 
would replace 45 acres of wet- 
lands affected by the conduc- 
tion of an addition to the Ford 
Wayne Assembly Plant on the 
corner of Hannan and Van 
Born roads. If used for wet- 
lands, the City of Romulus 
would lose an estimated $7,000 
annually in taxes for the 73- 
acre parcel. 

Mayor Beverly McAnaliy re- 
ceived sharp criticism from 
former councilman Barry 
Baumann when she appointed 
James Panos to the position of 
director of public works. 
Baumann claimed the mayor's 
choice contradicted city hiring 
policy. Panos was hired despite 
a lack of special training in 
areas such as engineering or 
business administration. 


In the news twice in January 
was a peahen named Polly. 

Polly received news cover- 
age when she was rescued by 
two Romulus residents and 
when she was placed in a 
Sumpter Township home, 

February 

February was the month for 
development prospects in the 
city. 

City planners McKenna 
Associates were directed by 
Mayor Beverly McAnaliy to de- 
termine the housing needs of 
Romulus senior citizens. 

Also, talk of building a new 
community center began 
Romulus city and school offi- 
cials agreed to work together 
on the project, 

A multi-use development to 
be constructed near the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, the Met- 
ro Centre, simply needed a con- 
struction commitment from 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation officials for 
ground to be broken on the 
plan. 

The project was estimated to 
occupy up to 1 ,000 acres and in- 
clude 9,2 million square feet of 
commercial and industrial 
buildings including a major 
hotel conference center and a 
commercial area. 

Romulus residents re- 
sponded to the needs of a local 
girl facing cystic fibrosis, 
Dana Wasserman, 11, dreamed 


of going to Disney World and 
with the help of the Make-A- 
Wish Foundation and an out- 
pouring of community support 
her wish was to come true. 


March 

A teen health center for 
Romulus became a possibility 
in March as school officials 
prepared to send out surveys to 
students and parents in the dis- 
trict. Concerned parents pro- 
tested the possibility. 

Romulus residents learned 
property values had increased 
5.31 percent in 1987 compared 
to the year before. That good 
news was overshadowed by the 
resulting tax increase. 

Romulus school officials con- 
sidered a change in require- 
ments for graduation. The 
change would have meant a re- 
duction of credit hours needed 
to graduate, from 23 to 22, Stu- 
dents not planning to attend 
college would also be released 
from the third year math re- 
quirement. 

April 

April brought with it the first 
defeat of two miliage issues 
proposed for the Romulus 
school district. 

The proposals would have in- 
creased the operating miliage 
by 2 mills and reduced the debt 
miliage by 2 mills during a two- 


year period Basically, the 
proposals called for a transfer 
of funds from a debt fund to a 
general fund A debt within the 
district was threatening the 
survival of many school prog- 
rams* and some officials 
looked at the miliage proposals 
as a last ditch effort. 

The miliage proposals were 
rejected by voters again in a 
June special election and were 
not appoved until a third elec- 
tion staged in November. 

Councilman Alan Lambert 
resigned his position to join the 
Romulus police department. 

May 

By the middle of May, the 
council vacancy created by the 
resignation of Lambert was fil- 
led by Fred Junior Block. 
Counciimembers voted 5-1 in 
favor of the appointment with 
Councilman Randolph Gear 
casting the dissenting vote 

"1 like Romulus and it's 
great being back serving the 
community again,” Block said 
at the time 


June 

By June, results of the sur- 
vey conducted by the Romulus 
Adolescent Health Advisory 
Committee were available and 
revealed during a public hear -

Search for water 
leaks continuing

The second phase of a study 
to determine the source of a 
costly water leak is set to 
begin, 

Romulus city counciimem- 
bers agreed to begin the second 
phase of the study in hopes of 
uncovering a leak which is 
costing the city $2*000 a day. 

The first part of the study* 
which was initiated in late 
October* concentrated on De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport and 
lasted three weeks. The cost of 
the study was $19,000* and it 
was performed by officials of 
Pitometer Associates, a firm 
based in Chicago and Detroit. 
Paul Kroushl* speaking for the 
company, said the first part of 
the study only detected two 
percent of the missing water at 
the airport. However, 33 per- 
cent of the city water flow has 
been reported untapped* 
Kroushl said. 

The second phase of the 
study, known as a water audit* 
is a more in-depth study of city 
water, Kroushl said. The cost 
will be approximately $63,500. 
Kroushl said the study will pay 
for itself within the first six 
months. 

Representatives of the firm 
will begin the process in early 
January and will need six or 
seven months to complete the 
task. Industrial and commer- 
cial facilities in the city, as well

as residential meters, will be 
tested . The study is expected to 
reveal unmetered connections 
and underground leakage, 
Kroushl said. 

He pointed out the water loss 
is probably from numerous 
areas* with the main losses 
coming from industrial and 
commercial facilities. 

Sometimes, untapped water 
is the result of billing or record- 
keeping mistakes* Kroushl 
added Meter record* depart- 
ment of public works policies 
and billing practices will also 
be scrutinized by analysts, 

"If this is done properly* ” 
said Kroushl* "I don't see any 
reason why we can’t get it down 
to 10 percent (water loss).” All 
that should remain, Kroushl 
said* are minor leaks which are 
virtually undetectable. 


Stricter rules studied 


for city taxi

A new taxi cab ordinance for 
Romulus will address indepen- 
dent taxi drivers as well as the 
larger companies. The ordi- 
nance was introduced at the 
Dec. 27 city council meeting 
and is now waiting final 
approval. 

The previous ordinance, 
which has been in effect since 
1970, is somewhat outdated, 
said City Clerk Linda Choate. 
"It addressed the taxi cab com- 
panies,” Choate said. 

Because of increased traffic 
at Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port, Choate said* it has be- 
come necessary to address the 
numerous independent taxi 
drivers in service. 

The new ordinance would 
establish general licensing 
criteria for all taxi cabs pick- 
ing up fares outside the airport. 
The ordinance allows for a flat 
licensing rate to be set for cabs. 

The current system for 
licensing rates has led to prob- 
lems* Choate said. Taxi drivers 
are charged $20 for a license if 
they are among the first five 
vehicles registered in a fleet. 
The rest of the cabs in the fleet 
are charged $5* according to 
Choate. 

“Nobody wants to be the first 
five*” she said. Thus* drivers 
would put off renewing their 
licenses for months, hoping 
five other people would apply 
before them. 

The resolution for licensing 
along with the new ordinance* 
would set licensing rates at $40. 
would set licensing rates at $40. 
Choate believes the new ordi- 
nance will make it less benefi- 
cial for the drivers not to comp- 
ly with licensing regulations. 
The resolution will he pre- 
sented for final approval within 
the next two weeks 

Choate emphasized all taxis 
serving the airport are licensed 
by the airport However* "...to 


drivers 

pick up people outside airport 
property* a taxi cab must be 
licensed by the city*” Choate 
said. 

This rule has been difficult to 
enforce in the past. Ordinance 
officers could not be sure an 
airport cab was in violation un- 
less they actually caught the 
driver picking up a fare outside 
the confines of the airport. 

Not only have city officials 
found problems with the cur- 
rent ordinance, representa- 
tives from several cab com- 
panies have voiced complaints, 
Choate said. The drivers who 
obey the rules* Choate said* are 
upset that their competitors 
are violating the regulation 
and making more money in the 
process, 

Choate said the ordinance 
will help ensure all taxi drivers 
answer to the same rules and 
receive equal treatment. The 
ordinance was drafted by Cho- 
ate* City Attorney Barry Seif- 
man, Charles Wilmoth and 
Ordinance Director Steve 
Banko.

State lawmakers from west- 
ern Wayne County supported a 
broad tax package targeted to 
seniors, children and low- 
income individuals, during an 
emergency session of the state 
Legislature Thursday, 

In a rare holiday session, 
state lawmakers deliberated 
for two hours and passed Sen- 
ate Bill 279, which will allow 
lottery winnings to be taxed, 
provide a tax credit on pre- 
scription drugs for low r -income 
senior citizens and allow a 
greater income-tax exemption 
for employed children and 
teenagers living with their pa- 
rents. 

The bill received unanimous 
support from members of the 
state House. It was passed 30- i 
in the state Senate. 

State Sen. Ed Fredricks (R- 
Hoiiand) was the lone dis- 
senter. 

The bill was signed by Gov. 
Blanchard Friday. Public Act 
516 becomes effective im- 
mediately and may be utilized 
for 1988 income-tax returns. 

Among the features of the 
new 7 tax package is an income- 
tax deduction for employed 
children and teenagers who 
live with their parents. 
Youngsters will be able to de- 
duct $500 in 1988 and $1,000 in 
1989 from their total taxable in- 
come on the state tax return.

Cold- weather warning given 


Senior citizens and parents 
with infants are being urged to 
take special precautions 
against bitterly cold weather 
by officials from the Wayne 
County Health Department. 

‘'Older people have more dif- 
ficult maintaining body heat . . 

infants have a higher death 
rate due to the cold weather, 1 ’ 
said Dr. Donald Lawrenchuk, 
Wayne County medical 
director. 

Hypothermia is a condition 
of abnormally low body 
temperature that can lead to 


serious illness and death. 
Symptoms include uncontroll- 
able shivering, slurred speech, 
shallow or slow r breathing, 
stiffness in muscles, confusion, 
disorientation, drowsiness, low 
blood-pressure and weak 
pulse. 

Human flesh can freeze with- 
in one minute when exposed to 
a wind chill factor of less than 
25 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit, Lawrenchuk said. 
Human skin can feeze in one 
hour at even 18 degrees and a 
wind speed of 22 mph.

In addition, children will not 
be required to pay taxes unless 
they make more than $1,500, 
according to the new legisla- 
tion. 

“We were trying to improve 
the ‘kiddie tax' problem. Right 
now, they have a $1,500 tax-free 
zone." said state Rep. Gerald 
Law (R- Plymouth). "Before, if 
someone made $1,501, they 
w r ould be taxed for that amount. 
Now, if they made $1,501, they 
would be taxed for that $1. 

The tax package also gives a 
$600 maximum tax-credit to 
low-income senior citizens. 

‘‘This was basically for low- 
er-income seniors who arc not 
receiving welfare. They could 
now receive up to a $600 tax cre- 
dit on their income tax if they 
meet certain income levels,’* 
Law said. 

Seniors must be living at 150 
percent of the federal poverty 
level to be eligible. That level is 
currently $5,770 annually for a 
one-person household, $7,730 
for two people. 

The credit would begin in the 
1989 tax year. 

Other features of the bill in- 
clude the following: 

• AU lottery winnings must 
now be reported on state in- 
come-tax forms; 

• A home-heating tax credit 
was restored for low-income 
families; 

• An alternate-energy-form 
tax credit will be given to those 
who install an energy- 

conservation device in their 
homes; and 

• The homestead property- 
tax credit will be reinstated. An 
exclusion for public-assistance 


recipients will be restored, as 
will a provision that eliminates 
the homestead property-tax 
credits for those with incomes 
of more than $70,000. 

State lawmakers will return 
to Lansing Jan. 1 1 for the cere- 
monial opening of the state leg- 
islative year and swearing in of 
newly elected lawmakers.

2 robberies 
in 24 hours 

Romulus police officials re- 
ceived reports of two armed 
robberies within a 24 -hour 
period. 

The first look place at 2:05 
a m Jam 2 at the Total service 
station on Mid die bell and 
Eureka. 

An attendant was cleaning up 
the station when he was 
approached by a man, accoixl* 
mg to reports* The man is de- 
scribed as 6 feet tall, 200 pounds, 
wearing a dark blue ski mask 
According to police officials, the 
man displayed a handgun and 
announced he was robbing the 
station. The attendant gave the 
man some money and watched 
him leave in a black Pontiac 
Trans-Am* police said. 

The second robbery took 
place at 11:47 p m. Jan. 2 at the ' 
Quality Inn on Wick Road. 

Police officials said a man of 
similar description approached 
the clerk and demanded money. 

A handgun was also displayed 
in this incident, police officials 
said. 

The clerk complied with the 
man s request and handed him 
a small amount of money. 

Both cases remain under in- 
vestigation. 

Home blasted 
with gunfire 

A bullet from an overzealous 
New Year's Eve partier blasted 
into a Romulus home, police 
officials said. 

A hole, which police believe is 
from a small bullet, was found 
in the roof of a house on North 
Maple, Jan. 1. The homeow- 
ner did not report hearing a gun- 
shot, and no bullet fragments

The bullet may have come 
from as far away as one mile, 
police officials said. 

Romulus supports 
landfill expansion 

Romulus City Councilmem- 
bers added their support Dec . 27 
to the expansion of the River- 
view Land Reserve by the city 
of Riverview. Counciimembers 
approved a resolution stating 
their support. 

Nineteen communities in the 
southern portion of Wayne 
County use the Riverview land- 
fill for solid waste disposal. 

The resolution will be sent to 
officials with the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources, 
the Wayne County Solid Waste 
Commission, other communi- 
ties utilizing the landfill and the 
Downriver Community Confer- 
ence, 

Reassessment 
contract revised 

A revised contract for a com- 
mercial/industrial reassess- 
ment of Romulus was approved 
by city counciimembers Dec. 
27, 

The contract was approved 
by counciimembers weeks ago, 
but representatives of the parti- 
cipating company, Certified 
Appraisers. Inc, misunderstood 
the approval process. Accord- 
ing to Matthew Raftary, direc* 
tor of assessment for Romulus, 
company officials failed to sub- 
mit the contract to their attor- 
ney for final review before 
asking counciimembers to 
approve it. In the meantime, the 
attorney added some revisions 
to the contract which coun- 
ciimembers already approved. 

Raftary said the revisions did 
not change the scope of the ori- 
ginal contract. 

Local business 
opens rec-room 

Kerr Manufacturing Com- 
pany, a manufacturer of dental 
products, in Romulus, will offi- 
cially open an employee fitness 
room called the Ex-Kerr-Size 
Club 

The room is equipped with ex- 
ercise bicycles, a leg curl/ ex- 
tension machine, an incline 
Dench press and a vertical but- 
terfly and twist stand 

A company spokesperson 
said the exercise room has been 
in the planning stages for more 
than a year. A planning com- 
mittee, which included an aero- 
bics instructor for employees, 
helped work out the details.

July 

A hot issue among local 
senior citizens was an unex- 
pected increase in cable rates. 
Romulus seniors who had been 
receiving a 1 5 percent discount 
on total bills for cable televi- 
sion under Barden Cable found 
their bills increased when 
Omnicom Cablevislon ac- 
quired the system in fall. 1987, 

By July, Romulus officials 
were waiting for a response 
from Omnicom representa- 
tives who had promised senior 
rates would not increase as a 
result of the transfer. 

School administrators 
negotiated with county offi- 
cials in order to finalize a con- 
tract to provide educational 
services to misdemeanor 
offenders. The program would 
be provided through the Alter- 
nate Sentencing Program of 
Wayne County.

CSI will be able to buy 
back the land in 1990 when HUD 
funding becomes available. 

Also in October, city officials 
were forced to wait for the $1 
billion Metro Centre project 
proposed for Romulus, The 
project was delayed by the 
Federal Highway Administra- 
tion, which must approve fund 
mg and construction of an over 
pass at I 94 anti Vining Road. 

The L ,000-acre project w f ill 
contain 9.2 million square feet 
of commercial and industrial 
development. City officials 
said it w ill create 40,000 jobs. 

November 

One of the top stories of 
November, and of the year, 
was a drug bust at Detroit Met- 
ropolitan Airport. Approx- 
imately $4 million cash was 
confiscated at a Romulus hotel 

The arrests were made by 


agents of the Detroit Drug En- 
forcement Agency w r ith help 
from local police forces, includ- 
ing the Romulus police deparm- 
tnet. 

Nine people believed to be 
part of an international drug 
ring were arrested. 

Residents who spent months 
protesting the proposed de- 
velopment of a railroad stor- 
age facility between Eureka 
and Pennsylvania roads along 
the railroad tracks won their 
fight. Officials of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
stepped in and issued a cease 
and desist order forcing the 
company to stop construction 


December 

In December, Romulus bid 
adieu to retiring Police Chief 
Charles Wilmoth.

Members of the Peoples 
Community Hospital Authority 
Board of Directors will meet 
tomorrow in what may be the 
final gathering for the public 
agency. 

Board members will meet at 
7:30 p m in the PCHA com- 
plex. on Annapolis, at Venoy, 
Wayne The monthly meeting 
will be one of the last - if not the 
last - sessions before the au- 
thority is formally trans- 
formed into a private, nonpro- 
fit organization, according to 
Maureen Camps, PCHA com- 
munity relations director 

Operating at a loss for three 
consecutive years, PCHA 
board members have received 
state lawmakers' approval to 
transfer the assets from the 43- 
year-old public hospital au- 


thority to United Care, Inc., a 
private agency created by 
PCHA board members last 
year. Although the PCHA will 
continue to exist in name. Un- 
ited Care will own and operate 
the five PCHA hospitals, in- 
cluding Annapolis, in Wayne; 
Beyer Memorial, Ypsilanti; 
Seaway, Trenton; Heritage, 
Taylor; and Outer Drive, Lin- 
coln Park. 

United Care will be governed 
by a private board of directors. 


Board meetings will not be 
open to the public. 

The 47- member PCHA board 
of directors last spring voted to 
reorganize the PCHA, an idea 
they proposed in 1986. With in- 
creasing operating loses each 
year, PCHA officials predicted 
they would deplete more than 
$23 million in cash reserves be- 
fore 1991, 

The hospital authority posted 
a $4 million loss in the 1987-88 
fiscal year, according to 


Camps. 

The financial woes stem 
from changes within the hospit- 
al authority, changes in Medi- 
care payments and the inabil- 
ity of the public PCHA to com- 
pete with private health-care 
organizations. Camps said 

“I don’t know if I could put 
my finger on it But for the 
Medicare reimbursement, the 
proportional cost exceeded 
reimbursement by $9.2 million 
during the year. We also spent 
$11 million in bad debts - or 
bills that were not paid That is 
up by $2 million from last 
year,” Camps said

money. So the reason we want 
to become private, nonprofit is 
so we can continue to exist,” 


Camps continued. “We want to 
continue building our services 
and the hospital. U's the only 
way w r e can do it,” 

After proposing the restruc- 
turing, PCHA officials asked 
state lawmakers to approve 
the move. State officials, 
however, requested a study 
from the University of Michi- 
gan Hospitals, before deter- 
mining the fate of the author- 
ity. The final report recom- 
mended that the five PCHA 
hospitals be sold. 

An alternative to the sale was 
affiliation with a tertiary agen- 
cy, such as another health-care 
organization or educational in- 
stitution. 

As a public agency, PCHA 
cannot be affiliated with 
another agency. Thus, author- 
ity officials again urged the 
reorganization of the organiza- 


tion and transformation to a 
private agency. 

Last year, PCHA officials en- 
tered into an affiliation agree- 
ment with Oakwood Health 
Services Corp,, in Dearborn. 
The agreement was contingent 
upon the restructuring of 
PCHA, which was approved by 
state lawmakers in June and 
Gov, Blanchard in July. 

The PCHA was created in 
1945 by Public Act 47, which 
permitted communities to pool 
resources together to support 
the creation of a hospital au- 
thority, The bill permitted 
member communities to be 
assessed up to CM mills to fi- 
nance construction of hos- 
pitals. 

Currently, residents in each 
of the 24 member PCHA com- 
munities are levied an annua!

tax of 0.2 mills. That tax levy 
will end when the assets of 
PCHA are transferred to Un- 
ited Care. 

The original members of the 
PCHA included Nankin 
Township - now Westland - 
Dearborn, Romulus, Taylor, 
Inkster, Wayne, Flat Rock, 
Sumpter Township and Huron 
Township. The last community 
to join was Belleville, in 1976. 

Current local PCHA member 
communities include Wavne. 


Westland, Inkster, Belleville, 
Romulus, Van Buren and 
Sumpter townships. 

Public Act 47 provided that 
each member community 
would have one representative 
on the PCHA board of direc- 
tors. Other representatives 
were to be chosen at large. 

Among the first hospitals to 
be opened by the hospital au- 
thority were Annapolis and 
Outer Drive. Both opened in 
1957. 

Seaway Hospital was opened 
by the PCHA in 1961, and Herit- 
age opened in 1977. 

Beyer Memorial opened in 


1948, PCHA officials purchased 
the hospital in 1963. 

The PCHA has not been with- 
out controversy during the 
years, nor has it failed to make 
headlines. In recent news, offi- 
cials from a Tennessee firm 
hinted they would buy the 
PCHA hospitals in 1985, and a 
group of seven Downriver law- 
makers threatened to file a 
lawsuit to stop the reorganiza- 
tion in fall of 1988, ^

Senior homes: Report stresses need for more alternatives

The city of Inkster is a haven 
of housing for senior citizens, 
while Canton Township has no- 
thing yet to offer the elderly, 
according to a recent report by 
the Southeast Michigan Coun- 
cil of Governments. 

The- SE MCOG report re^ 
vealed that Inkster has more 
than 700 units of senior housing, 
which are operated by the Inks- 
ter Housing Commission and 
independent corporations. 
However, Canton Township is 
yet to be home to any form of 
senior housing, although one 
facility is currently under con- 
struction. 

The report was a joint ven- 
ture between SEMCOG, the 
Detroit Area Agency on Aging 
and The Senior Alliance. Pur- 
pose of the project was to iden- 
tify the current availability of 
senior housing sites and plan 
for future needs, according to 
the report. 

Studied were subsidized, 
public-sector senior housing 
developments, private-sector 
congregate housing develop- 
ments and shared-housing 
programs. 

“There is a shortage of pub- 
licly subsidized senior-housing 
units and Section 8 rental sub- 
sidy units in Wayne County,” 
the report stated, "Therefore, 
seniors interested in this type

or handicapped.” 

Section 8 assistance was cre- 
ated by the federal government 
in 1974. In the plan, seniors pay 
30 percent of their income to- 
ward rent. The balance of the 
rent payment is paid by the 
federal government. 

To be eligible for Section 8 
assistance, seniors must live in 
a senior housing development 
or apply for a Section 8 rental 
certificate. 

Also cited in the report was 
the availability of shared- 
bousing programs. In prog- 
rams, seniors are matched with 
a young adult or an older person 
seeking housing. Chores and 
household finances are shared 


among the home occupants. 

"Funding for federal and 
state housing programs has 
been reduced over the last few 
years, causing a shortage of 
subsidized senior-housing units 
and a need for alternative hous- 
ing options/' the SEMCOG re- 
port stated. "(HomeShare) has 
proven to be a viable, cost- 
effective option. Successful 
shared housing programs 
should reduce future demand 
for newly constructed housing 
and nursing-home care/'

PREVENTION IS 
BEST MEDICINE FOR 
TREATING COLD 
WEATHER INJURIES

The frigid winds of winter can 
mean a blustery good lime in the 
snow, or, sadly, having to recover 
from a serious case of frostbite. 

It's no secret that working and 
playing outside during the winter 
present special challenges. 

What can happen if you fail to pre- 
pare properly for your cold weather 
excursion? You may find yourself 
involved in a potentially dangerous 
encounter w ith frost nip or frostbite, 

BEWARE OF FROSTY WEATHER 

Frostnip— when the skin appears 
blanched or whitened and feels 
numb— is a fairly common occurrence 
among people who spend time in the 
cold, h can be prevented by wearing 
warm clothing and limiting exposure 
to wintry conditions. 

When frostnip does occur, simple 
rewarming of the affected area is 
usually all that is required lor full 
recovery. 

However, if the skin turns a pale 
grey, and if you lose the sensation of 
cold and discomfort, frostbite is 
developing. 


Dr Sarver. a specialist in environmental and 
occupational medicine, is the director of 
Occupational Medicine at the Oakwood Springwells 
Health Center 


More serious than frostnip, 
frostbite can result in tissue loss and 
may lead to rare complications such 
as muscle or kidney damage. It 
should be treated by a physician. 

In severe cases of frostbite, the skin 
feels very hard, like stone or wood. 

TREAT INJURIES CAREFULLY 

Treatment most often involves 
rapid rewarming of the frozen area, 
but may also include a tetanus shot 
or a prescription for antibiotics if an 
infection develops. 

It's important to remember that 
frostbitten or extremely cold skin 
should never be rubbed since rubbing 
increases the chance of breaking the 
skin, which could result in infection. 

PREVENTION 18 BEST MEDICINE 

Prevention is the absolute best 
medicine for cold weather injuries. 
When heading outdoors, remember to; 

* Dress warmly 

* Keep head and hands covered 

* Avoid alcohol 

* Avoid fatigue 

* Get used to the cold gradually 

* Keep feet dry 

* Limit time outside 

The best rule of thumb is to always 
treat the cold weather with respect.
